So too, it le quite expedient to avoid noise, though owing 
the differences In distances at which a deer nmy be seen, a care¬ 
less walker will often get Bhota In an open country, where with 
the same amount of noise he would not see a tall in the woods. 
But where a careless huDter bags, or even sees, one deer, three 
or four slip away from him wlthoot bis knowlDg it. Whatever 
can be done anywhere by carcleaBness only proves what might he 
done by carefulness. . 

■ Here too, It Is even more Important to avoid a deer s eyes than 

■ It is in the woods, for he can see you farther aud quicker. In 
the woods If you are standing still or sitting down he hardly 
knows you from a stump, but here he can recognize you tolera¬ 
bly well when you are at rest, and can detect your slightest mo- 

I tlon with great quickness. _ 

So, too, you must keep a sharper lookout for the wind, 

I for here It will carry your scent farther and faster than In 
the woods, and almost every canyon, valley, or hill alters the 
course of the wind by forming currents; so that you may start 
_ against It, and In flve%ilnutes have It on your back. 

Two very natural mistakes are apt to be made by him who 

I first tries the open ground; First, he does not look far enough 
ahead; and second, he does not look close enough to himself. 
He Is very apt to scan the ground carefully from two hundred to 
five hundred yards off, whereas his eyes should be at work from 
fifty yards to a mile ahead. Consequently many a little brown 
or dark spot on a far distant hillside may escape your eye, and 
many a deer standing lu brush near by may either stand still and 
let you pass him, knowing you don’t see him, or he may slip 
quietly out of it and vanish down some little ravine as softly as 
s snake gliding over velvet. For remember that this ground, 

■ though open, still has cover, for deer will not keep much on 
ground that has not; and you will be perfectly amazed to see la 
what thin and low brush or grass a large deer can stand up, com¬ 
pletely hidden, and bow nicely he can slide through it out of your 
way without your even seeing the bushes shake. 

Sometimes on this kind of ground deer will skulk or stand 
concealed In the brush Instead of running when they hear you. 
The variety of mule dedr found in Southern California is espe¬ 
cially given to this neat little dodge, and can almost hide and 
sneak away In a potato patch. -I have been several times dumb¬ 
founded by knocking down a deer In brush so low .that I could 

I see almost the whole of Its body above It, and on going up find 

nothing but a little blood and hair. In following up wounded 
deer In brush not much over walst-hlgh I have often been unable 
to get sight of them, although I could hear them start only a 
few yards ahead. I have seen these same doer go under the 
lower rail of a four-rail fence Just as easily and quickly aa they 
3 can go over It, Whether or not all doer sometimes acquire 

£/ this habit of skulking I do not know, but It Is not unlikely that 

«j all brush deer will do It at times. I never have known deer to do 
Hr it in open timber or any where but In brush or long grass or weeds. 

'B£ The Virginia or white-tailed deer will sometimes He so close In 

long, prairie slough grass, or rushes and reeds of river bottoms 
that he most do It purposely, ss It Is impossible that he should 


not hear one. In hunting brushy countries It is well to bear In h 
mind the possibility of deer playing this trick, though as a general t 
rule you will find even here your principal trouble will be, not e 
that they hide and let you paes them, but that they are off before 1 
you get a chance to see them at all. _ . ' 

An open country has some advantages over the woods. You t 
can see your game much farther, and seated on some prominent i 
point can hunt with the eye hundreds of acres, and with a good 
opera glass thousands of acres In a few moments. This can 
only be done of course during those ttmeB of a day when the 
game la afoot. When It lies down which In warm weather will 
be In the shade, you cannot Bee It but can approach much nearer 
to tt as a rule than you can in the woods. On the other hand 
there Is apt to be an undue proportion of acres; a deer with 
entirely too much land to an acre for comfort. This can how¬ 
ever be generally obviated to a great extent by the use of a 
horse; of which hereafter. There is bIbo apt to be a troublesome 
preponderance of good places for deer to He down; though In 
very hilly regions or ground full of long canyons or ravines they 
are bo apt to travel in patha that the hunter will often be able to 
track them almost directly to their beds. 

Deer In open country have a great variety of places in which 
to lie during the day. They prefer however, the brushy heads of 
little gulches, brushy basins or depressions in the bills, brush 
patches on the back or point of a ridge or in a broad open valley. 
In very hot weather they will sometimes He in the very bottom 
of narrow steep elded cuts or barranca*-, and If there are a few 
trees about they will sometimes He under them just like cattle, or 
will often take a single brush If thick. But here as elsewhere 
i much hunting soon sends them to higher and rougher ground, 
so that often they will spend almost the entire day In thick 
chapparal which It Is useless to enter In pursuit of them, This 
i they will sometimes do even when not hunted, especially in ».im- 
i mer, moving very little, and only very early In the morning and 
r late in the evening, so that one would thlok there were hardly 
s any deer In the country. For this reason the scarcity of tracks 
, and other Bign cannot always be relied on as an Indication that 
- deer are very scarce. But lu the Fall they begin> t®' ektrmlsh 
t around more and gather more Id small bauds, aud then It the 
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country 1 s at all worth huntiog you will be sure to find sign 
around the head 6 of gulches, basins, the sides and bottoms of 
valley, backs of ridges, etc. t , .. . . 

Here too a day or two Is necessary to get the lay of the land 
and the run of the game, for it Is even more variable than In tha 
woods; and you must be careful how you decide there Is no 
game until you have searched carefully the different elevations 
and different kinds of bruBhy ground. I have often found splen¬ 
did looking ground entirely barejof deer, and within a mile found 
them plenty enough, only they were about LOOO^fect higher up. 
80 on a cool day they may be In thlu brush where they would 
rarely be found on a hot one, and vice vena. In table lands of 
quite uniform height they will bo mostly In the valleys, if they be 
broad and brushy and the levels above them are qu te bare, and 
If not much disturbed will prefer the valleye even if the higher 

^Ooe very Important question In hunting opeD ground, Is where 
to walk—on high or low ground. Very good authority 
says, “Always keep on the high ground.” Bad advice, because 
too general. It needs great qualification. High ground as a 
watch tower and a shield to hide behind the crest of, Is so Indis¬ 
pensable In still hunting, that If there Is mute the ground is 
rarely worth hunting at all. But It by no means follows that 
one should be on It all the time. Where the ridges are low, the 
breaks short and the valleys narrow, It Is generally best to keep 
the ridges all the time; but among high hills, long rolls and long, 
broad valleys, It may be folly to stay there, except perhaps In the 
early morning or evening, when the deer are moat I kely to be 
on foot, and you brant a good lookout place. Both valley and 
hill have their advantages and disadvantages, and these must be 
always considered In deciding where to walk. If the valleys are 
of any breadth, brushy at the bottom, and contain good feed or 
browse, which they will be quite likely to do as well as to cou- 
taln water, the greater number of deer. If not much disturbed, 
or even then If the weather be stormy, wlU be found In the val¬ 


leys at most all times of the day. On the other hand, If the 
hills are tolerably broken, with plenty of brushy gulches and ba¬ 
sins In them, the deer will be quite as likely to be lu them, and 
If much hunted will be more apt to bo there. In hot weather, If 
undisturbed, they will prefer the valleys or the little side ravines 
that break Into them; while In cold weather they will be more 
apt to to take the sunny points or sunny nooks, pockets and 
basins of the hills. Elevation of ground makes great difference 
in temperature, especially about the first approach of cold 
weather. While a very great elevation Is, of course, colder than 
the valleys, an elevation of from 500 to 1,500 feet, and even 
more, will often at night and early morning be much warmer, 
and deer, though they can stand great degrees of cold, neverthe¬ 
less like It warm, and will choose the warmer ground. 

Now, H the deer are In the valleys, and the hills are high, It will 
be almost Impossible to see them after they He down If you are 
on the hills, and you will probably not be close enough to jump 
them near enough for a good shot, and perhaps not jump them 
at all. Moreover, when they do start they will be almost sure to 
run so that you cannot get a good shot, whereas, if you are in the 
valley you will not only be quite Bure to jump them, but they 
will be very apt to run up hill; and when so running deer are very 
likely to stop two or three times to look back before reaching the 
top. If you are on the hill and start one In the valley it is almost 
certain that he has seen you and knows what you are, and then 
his curiosity Is rarely great enough to make him Btop for further 
■ inspection; but If you are In the vslley be 1 b likely to be started 
• only by your noise, and then he often wants to stop to inquire 
s wbat It Is. When the main valley has plenty of side branches, 
side ravines, gulches, etc., deer will he quite as likely to be 
[ In these as In the main valley, and you had better look 
9 closely for tracks along the mouths of them. If you find 

- any fresh ones leading In and none coming out of 

1 a side valley It will always be worth Inspecting, although 
v you will very often find that the deer have gene out 
s of It to higher ground or have crossed an Intervening ridge 
t Into another valley. So, too, If the walklog Is bad and noisy on 

b the hills, the valleys may be the best choice. But in a valley the 

e wind Is certain to be moving one way or another, and, as your 
scent will be carried here much quicker aud farther than on the 
hills, It may compel you to swing way around to the bead of It, 
and home down, which will rarely pay you unless you are pretty 
sure from some Indications, that deer are In it. Another disad¬ 
vantage of the valley Is, that if a deer escape you, at first start 
there Is Dot so good a chance to head him off by a quick dash as 
there Is In the hills; for he will either go up or down the valley 
or up one side, In any of which cases he Is apt to beat you. 

Deer cannot hear or smell you 60 quickly when you are above 
them, but they can see you just about as quickly aa If you are 
below them. If 1 had to take my choice between creeping up 
hill or down hill upon a deer 1 believe I would generally take the 
former. The high ground Is of no use to avoid a deer’s eyes, ex¬ 
cept to peep over, keeping your whole body and Deck out of sight. 

The best plan often Is, if the ground will allow It, to strike a 
compromise between these two ways and keep along the hillsides 
about half way up. This Is, however, of little use If the deer are 
on the high ground, or If the vaUeya are very broad aud the deer 
are In them. But where there are numerous small side gulches, 

In the heads or bottoms of which deer are apt to He, or If there 
sre plenty of pockets and basins leading Into the bills, It is orren 
the beat way to wind aronnd Into these about half way up. But 
TO If they are In a table-land which la not too high and affords good 
' • walking around the edges, It Is often best to keep on that. 

?•’ On the whole, It Is a matter of sound discretion to be decided

Kejiort of tlie Nebrnakn Fish Commissioners. 


The following Is the report of W. L. May, H. 8. Kaley and R 
R. Livingston, fish commissioners of the State of Nebraska, to 

the governor lor the year 1880: _, 

At the time of making our last annual report we had not suc¬ 
ceeded In distributing SDy of the California salmon fry then held 
bv us Since then these were all allotted to various gentlemen 
In different sections of the state, for distribution in the 
public waters In the Immediate vicinity of their homes, 
Including some of these hatched out during the pre¬ 
sent year. Before detailing the various allotments of these 
fish your board desires to say that experiments with the 
California salmon lu numerous sections of the Union, demon¬ 
strate the fact that this splendid fish can be raised even In the 
loland lakes of the Interior of the continent where he has no 
egress to the briny waters of the ocean, and that actual observa¬ 
tions by practical fish culturlsts prove conclusively 'hst t ls a 
popular fallacy on the part of many who understand but little of 
the nature and vitality of fish, when they assert that salmon can 
not thrive unless he be allowed ihc use of the salty was. 

The Hoo N. K. Falrbank, president of the Illinois Fish Com 
mlssloi ere, and president of the Central F^h Culturlsts Aesocls 
Hon, In the meeting of the last-named body »t Chicago th a 
mouth, slated distinctly that be bad tmt and handl'd California 
salmon of his own planting, which in a period ranging from two 
to live veara had acquired the enormous growth of, In one lp- 
stancefifteen pounds,” while various other weights, from six 
pounds to fifteen, distinguished the ages and growth of the va¬ 
rious lots. When It Is borne lu mind that these fish were located 
In /«>/. renter lakn , it seems such evidence should be conclu¬ 
sive of the adaptabilities of the salmon to our interior fresh 

Wa u™Llvlngston, of this commission, also relates that when be 
last called ou your Excellency be met a gentleman from WestOD, 
lows, who staled In the presence of yourself, Professor C. D. 
Wilber, Lieutenant-Governor Cams, Hon. H. D. Hathaway of 
Lincoln, and the doctor, that be caught two California salmon in 
one. of the branches of the Nlshlnabotoa river, below the town 
of Red Oak, In Iowa, last Autumn, one of which weighed eight 
pounds and the olher eleven pounds. Numerous testimonials of 
the growth and apparent acclimatization of this fish to our fresh 
waters are fouud In the reports of other state commissions, and 
your board feel warranted In predicting excellent results from 
the few thousands already plauted The time for testing the 
planting of California salmon has not arrived; but In 1884 these 
fish will be caught In some of our streams of a Blze which will 
vindicate these statements. 

Had the means at the disposal of jour commissioners been 
sufficient, we should have made proper efforts to secure the land¬ 
locked salmon (Salma talar sebago.) This fish thrives well with¬ 
out any salt water, Bnd Is perfectly acclimated to our inland 
lakes, and no doubt would prove a great acquisition. There are 
many other varieties which your commissioners would have liked 
to plant In Nebraska, but we were so limited by the smallness of 
the moneys placed at our command that we had to postpone thle 
work for some future day. 

During the past Summer we received from Professor Spencer 
F. Baird, U. 8. FlBh Commissioner, at Washington, D. C., nollfl- 
callon that our allotment of German carp were at St. Louie, Mo. 
We Immediately dispatched Mr, James G. Romlne to ”bta1n and 
transport these fish to bis ponds near the hatchery where the 
state spawn is usually batched, which duly he performed so well 
that only two fish out of one hundred and tBlrty-flve were lost In 
the carrying. We have received numerous applications for these 
fish, but have determined to retain them as breeders and distrib¬ 
ute the young fry from tljein In due season. 

This fish Is perhaps tlu fish for the waters of Nebraska. It lives 
on vegetable matter, and will exist, snd in fact thrive. In water 
so muddy aDd befouled that other species cannot live In. Thus 
Id the numerous streams of this state which are used by farmers 
for stock purposes, and thus kept In a roily state by large droves 
of hogs and cattle, no fish are found, but In just such water this 
fish will grow and fatten, while In the numerous ponds and lake¬ 
lets It will Hod an almost natural habitat. The German carp Is 
not only hardy but Is wondrously prolific. Those gentlemen 
who have given the most time to observing this fish, claim that 
a four-pound carp will yield 500,000 eggs, and tbut an eight or 
nine-pound carp will yield the enormous number of 1,500,000 
egge. This wonderfully prolific nature renders It desirable for 
the rapid slocking of the waters, but It la among the finest table 
fish for flavor, and excels most all others now used In planting 
tbroogh Its wooderful growth, frequently during the months of a 
single Summer attaining six iDCbea In growth. The localities 
best adapted for them are such as produce aquatic plante, to the

have been raised, be should keep the water In hie lr,0B P? rl *“°“ 
cans about the same by occasionally testing It and adding 
e tber cXrwster or a little Ice when it shows indictions of 
growing warmer. When the little fish are crowded together In 
fhe transportation cans, the water soon loBes Its oxygen, and It 
should be aerated by having a large dipper at band, and Ire- 
quently dipping out and pouring back the water, a dipper full at 
a time. By this constant attention they may be transported a 
great distance. It Is a dangerous and In fact a bad method to 
allow loose Ice to remain In the cans, If these are placedln wag¬ 
ons, for the jolting of the vehicle will cause the loose Ice to 
strike and kill the fry. In planting the fish, the can should 
be lowered diagonally, say at an angle of forty- 

five degrees, and the waters of the pond, lake, or stream 
should be allowed to slowly enter the can until It Is filled, 
when It should be slowly submerged aDd gently turned upside 
down till all the fry have escaped. The point where the planting 
should be made la of importance, for ooce the fry are let loose, 
there la no longer any kind attendant to watch over and feed 
them, but they are let loose to shift for themselves, and H there¬ 
fore becomes necessary that we should select a place for the 
planting which shall, to the greatest possible extent, protect the 
young fry from I he voracious maws of predatory fl*bes, and at 
the same time secure them the means of feeding. For these rea¬ 
sons It Is recommended that, as far up stream as predatory fishes 
nrev no fry should be planted, but points selected beyond the 
reach of such larger fish, where the waters are shallow, such as 
are found near their sources. In ponds where preying fish are 
admitted, it is simply folly to plant any fry, as they arc almoet 
certain to be devoured by the larger fish. 

Your board realizes the great Importance to the state of the 
trust reposed in them. The proper stocking of the waters of this 
state with food fishes judiciously selected, Is destined at an early 
date to furnish a supply of the cheapest and most wholesome 
food, in quantities so large that any estimates reduced to figures 
absolutely appear fabulous and chimerical. Thus far we have 
succeeded In hatching nearly half a million of California salmon ; 
and If half of these fish shall survive, at the end of five years 
their aggregate would be 1,875 tons, to say nothing of the 
Increase Of the 133 carp now held by your commission, 
allowlog that two-thirds of them are spawners, there should be 
something near forty millions of eggs produced the next season. 
These enormous figures stagger even the credulous; but observ¬ 
ing naturalists, through patient obsei ration, have ascertained the 
nrollflc character of fish production, and the knowledge they 
have obtained, though taken at widely different points, agrees so 
nearly that we cannot help accepting them as fads. Every owner 
of a farm In this stale, through whose property a stream runs, 
may by damming or excavation, or by running a ditch Into a 
nroperly dammed ravine, secure to himself an abundance of fish 
food which It will be almost Impossible for him to exhaust. The 
cost and labor involved In making a fish pond are so Insignifi¬ 
cant compared with the results that your board feels convinced, 
when our citizens fully appreciate this great work and Us won¬ 
derful profits, they will very generally raise their own fish, either 
for consumption or sale. 

When It is remembered that there are 0,485 miles of rivers 
and streams and 11,100 acres of lakes io this state, besides nu¬ 
merous small streams and ponds not Included In the above, the 
conviction forces Itself upon the mtodB of all good citizens, that 
these waters are capable of supplying an Immense quantity of 
the various fishes esteemed for food qualities. It Is a matter of 
great Importance to Nebraska that these waters should be prop¬ 
erly stocked; and to do this In the most economical manner 
deserves the attention and eerlouB consideration of our Leglsla- 

tU There Is no lack ofllgbt upon this work. Almost every Btate 
snd territory In the Union has an organized board of fish com¬ 
missioners, and their reports are accessible to oil. It Is not only 
In America that these praiseworthy efforts are being used for the 
benefit of the masses, but In Europe a similar system prevails, 
snd the wisest and best statesmen everywhere encourage It. 

To properly carry out the stocking of our waters in Nebraska, 
an appropriation adequate to the work should be supplied by the 
Legislature; and while these should In no wise be extravagant, 
they should at leaBt be sufficient to enable your board to meet 
the requirements of the case. We only repeat the action of all 
other states, when we urge the purchase of a small tract of laud 
upon which suitable sprh gs can be found, and which In all other 
respects will furnish the conditions essential to successful hatch¬ 
ing Upon this land there should be erected a small dwelling 
for the use of a resident superintendent of hatcheries, and a 
suitable hatching house, supplied with necessary pipes, troughs, 
and hatching boxes. The means of excavating ponds for the va¬ 
rious kinds of fishes, the payment of a small salary to the Super¬ 
intendent, the purchase of spawn and fry, of shipping cans, of 
paying transportation on spawn and fry, the expenses of tele¬ 
graphing, stationery, and other Incidental expenses, should all be 
provided for by the legislature; and when once properly equipped, 
these expenses would dwindle down to the mere salary of the 
superintendent and the Incidentals attendant on the work of the 

commission. ... . , ... 

Your board has labored under great disadvantage during the 
last two years, from inadequate supply of means, and their con¬ 
sequent Inability to do as much for the state as they could 
have done bad sufficient appropriations been supplied to them. 
The strict construction of the law would, most likely, have per¬ 
mitted the absorption of the *500 per annum allowed them for 
this great work by their own personal expenses. They have, 
however, used the moneys strictly for the payment of transporta¬ 
tion, hatching, and making cans. Their personal expenses, to 
say nothing of the time devoted to this work, and the extensive 
correspondence It Involved, have beeo cheerfully borne by them¬ 
selves, In the hope that even with the small sum allowed they 
could make an exhibit which would encourage the legislature to 
more extended efforts in fish culture and fish planting. 


Nashville, Tenn. 
Editor Chioaoo Field: —As the hot weather Is M>w fairly 
upon us the excuse Is all the better for golDg fishing, or at least 
to lounge around upon the banks of some of our beautiful clear 
streams, bathe lo their waters, and feast on the fat country chick¬ 
ens snd freBh buttermilk. Charles B. Erwto, R C. K. Martin 
and Julian Cooley left a few days ago for South Harpetb, where 
tbev propose rusticating and angling for at least a week. Colonel 
Griffith and a party are at “ Buffalo.” From the Cumberland 
and tributaries goodly numbers of fish are being taken. Sluce 
the passage of the fish law there has been a perceptible Increase 
lu the number of fish taken In small creeks near the city, which 
bad been almost entirely depopulated. It Is astonishing how 
readily the law has been accepted, and the new Impetus given 
to artificial fish-culture. Dr. W. M. Clark, Judge Jno. C. Ferris 
and Temple O. Harris are building each large ponds In which they 
pronose raising carp and game fish. 

The growth of the carp in this latitude Is Incredible. Mr. F. 
Pride, residing near Cedar Hill, In Robertson county, has a large 
pond sub-dlvtded Into six compartments, with an abundant sup¬ 
ply of cold spring water, In One of which he placed fourteen carp 
about one year and a half ago. He reports them as being over 
twenty Inches lopg, and weighing about three pounds each; last 
November he added ten more which are now nearly a foot long. 

Of his method of treatment, he says: “ I feed them as I do my 
pigs, on vegetables and corn.” 

In the other ponds he has nothing but bass; these he procured 
when minnows about two years ago. Oo the 8th of May he dis¬ 
covered great numbers of small fry In the pond, which he c mid 
not believe were the offspring of his two-year-olds, but their ap¬ 
pearance excited his curiosity, and he caught two of the older 
fish with hook and line, whtch happened to be females, full of 
eggs. He would like to have your opinion about the matter, aud 
also at what age bass spawn In this climate, and what kiud of 
food he should give to the young. As he can draw the water 
from his ponds, he InteDds, as soon as the spawning season is 
over, to do so, and separate the different sizes of his fish. Mr. 
Pride gave the above Information In a letter to Fish Commis¬ 
sioner Colonel G. F. Akers, who, in answering, suggested to the 
gentleman that the Chicago Field, and some good book on tisb 
culture was what he should possess himself of at once, and then 
he could give bis finny pets scientific care, aud profit largely by It. 

It Is singular that with such a store of laformatloo on such mat¬ 
ters as the Chicago Field contains, that any one owning a pond 
or a gun 3hould be without It. Climax. 

A Chicago Fisbixo Part*.— On May 30.MesBrs. C. II. Meant, 
Theo. Purple and Fred P. Taylor, blddlDg adieu to weeping 
friends, and leaving behind them the smoke and dust of the Chi¬ 
cago atmosphere, boarded the Chicago and Northwestern traiu, 
bound on tbelr regular annual trip for the healthy, braclug 
atmosphere of Northern Wisconsin, and filled with ravenous 
I desires for trout and black bass. At seven o’clock the next 
morning they reached Oconto, where, taking a last farewell of 
civilization they boarded the lumber wagons provided for them, 
and started for the head-waters of the Oconto river, about fifty 
miles distant. Their route led them over a lumberman's supply 
road, rather rough but dry, reaching their destination about noon 
of the second day, when the tent was soon op, and a first-class 
cook, who accompanied them, was engaged lu preparing about a 
ton of provender to gra'ify appetites rendered ravenous by the 
fresh air combined with the joltlDgs of their rough ride. Space 
will DOt allow an extended bill of fare, but a supper eaten by one 
of the party, whose first name Is Fred, will serve to Illustrate. It 
I consisted of two heaping plates of pork and beans; two brook 
trout, weighing about one pound each; two old-fashioned, home- 
made doughnuts, bread and butter ad libitum, and was washed 
down with two pint cups of coffee. Comment Is unnecessary. 
The party spent about five days in camp, aud report the flBblng 
as superb, and also, that they could, had they been so Inclined, 
have added venison to their larder, aa the deer would come close 
to camp almost luvlting a shot. But this party went to fish, not 
hunt. The trout captured by them would run from three-fourths 
of a pound to two pounds and one quarter In weight, the last 
being the largest one caught., and taken by Mr. C. H. MearB. Mr. 
Taylor reports fourteen trout taken lo one morning, weighing 
together ten pounds, as a fair average of what the sport was like. 
This gentleman also took at one cast, a two-p JUnd trout, with a 
piece of chub, and a three-quarter pound one, with a black lly, 
with single leader and slDgle gut hooks, and landed them both In 
the brush, without aid of a net; which performance brands him 
as a fisherman of do mean ability. The basB fibbing Is also re¬ 
ported as superb. At one little lake, In about au hour, they 
brought to creel twenty-one black bass—genuine gamy black, not 
green bass—averaging about one and one half pounds each. 
Taken altogether, the trip was a very enjoyable one, and ibe 
party look forward eagerly to Its annual recurrence.

The late Frank Buckland was noted during his lifetime for 
dolDg s great many things In a different way from any one else, 
and In committing many acts which would never have occurred to 
any other person. In fact, he was a practical Joker of the first 
water. A correspondent In an English exchange narrates the 
following acts, which Illustrate the characteristics of the man in 
thlB respect: 

His zeal frequently led him Into Imprudence which would na\i 
told severely on a less robust constitution, and which, perhaps, 
bad the effect of shortening hla own life. He has been koowii o 
wade up to hie neck lo water, and change bis clothes driving 
away from the river on the box of a fly. This was an exception 
case, but It was a common thing for him to sit for hours In wc • 
boots. He rarely wore a great coat; he never owned a rail" J 
rug; be took a delight In cold, and frequently compared blmst-n 
to a Polar bear, which languished In the heat and revived In 
lrost. Tbm pleasure Mr. Buckland derived from cold account™ 
for many of his eccentricities.

Reply to Mr. 1 . J. Ulltrap.

Editor Chicago Field:— In your Issue of June 4 Is a letter 
from Mr. J. J. Glltrap, of Dublin, Ireland, In which he states 
that his Irish red setter dog Frank, which was advertised as hav¬ 
ing been nought of him by Mr. Chas. 8 . LIdcoId, of WarreD, never 
wss bought by Mr. Lincoln, nor by sny other American. 

Kindly permit me to correct any misapprehension which may 
have been caused by such letter. 

When In Edinburgh, I bought tbe dog Frank, was acting for 
Mr. Lincoln, and accordingly notified him of the purchase. The 
notice of his purchase, which appeared In the Chicago Field was 
warranted by tble fact. Mr. Lincoln would now be tbe owner 
of Frank but for tbe following reasons: 

First. When I asked Mr. Glltrap for tbe Kennel Club certificate 
with which to identify Frank,he sent to me Instead a receipt for en¬ 
try fee of same dog in some show somewhere, neither name of dog, 
of show, nor of place of show being given. Such receipt I have 
now. At time of sending me the receipt Mr. Glltrap wrote me 
that he didn’t know what I meant by a KenDel Club certificate. 

Second. Being aware that Americana have at times been led 
Into paullar situations In transactlone of this kind, and Dot know¬ 
ing Mr. Glltrap, I withheld knowledge of nationality, and endeav¬ 
ored to get Frank Into my possession that I might Identify him 
before leavtDg for America. This I failed to accomplish, owing 
to Mr. Glltrap delaying Bending him to me from Dublin. 

After waiting until second day before date of sailing, I stopped 
tbe payment on check, and telegraphed Mr. Glltrap not to send 
Frank, as I Intended sailing for America at once. The matter 
ended with the Bending of this telegram. 

These are the facts. It la to be regretted that Mr. Glltrap was 
not more direct and prompt, also that after the annoyance caused 
all parties, the dog did not reach Mr. Lincoln's kennels.

A COURSING CLUB. 

In the Chicago Field of June 11 appeared a communication 
from Mr. L. C. F. Lotz, the well known admirer of greyhoonds, 
calling upon all gentlemen Interested In that breed to forward 
their vlewa with reference to "the formation of a coursing club. 
We sincerely trust this request may meet with speedy and nu- 
me roue response. 

The sport of coursing existed, and waa carried on In a manner 
very similar to the present system, nearly seventeen hundred 
years ago; as deacrlbed by Arrian In the second century, al¬ 
though the thorough organization of the sport, and the laws 
governing It are essentially British, and, In their present shape, 
quite modern. It Is Impossible to aeparate the greyhound from 
coursing, and It Is the practice of coursing, the neceaaltlea and 
wants arising therefrom, which baa resulted In the Improvement 
of the greyhound, until, In the words of a modern writer, " He 
Is a combination of art and nature that challenges the world, 
unequaled In speed, spirit s D d perseverance, and In elegance and 
beauty of form as far removed from many of his clumsy ancea- 
tors as an English thoroughbred from a coarse.dray horse.” The 
greyhound has always been kept for the chase, and until In re¬ 
cent times his possession was restricted to.persons of the higher 
ranks, as shown by the forest laws of King Canute, which pro¬ 
hibited any one under the degree of a gentleman from keeplog a 
greyhound; and we yet often hear the Welsh proverb, which says: 
“You may know a gentleman by hla horse, hawk, and grey¬ 
hound.” The changes In our modern laws, but more especially 
the breaking down of class distinctions by the general Increase 
of wealth and leisure, has thrown open the pleasures of court¬ 
ing to all classes, thereby greatly Increasing lte popularity; and 
yet we can but think attlmea, when gazing upon the greyhound, 
with his aristocratic and blooded general appearance, that no 
better Illustration can be offered of the Influence of associations. 
We often fancy that be has knowledge of *nd yearns for the 
times when his ancestors compsnloned with klnga and princes 
alone, and my lady’s dalDty fingers conveyed to his Ups the most 
delicate tld bits from off the royal plate; and that dim and tra¬ 
ditionary recollections of these regal favors cause him to hold 
himself aloof from companionship with the common canine herd. 
Whether these fancies be true or not, there yet remains the fact 
that the greyhound la conceded to be the king of the canine 
world. 

There will be few, If any, dissenting voices when we say that

I have read carefully the article by X, In the Chicago Field 
of April 3, and It seemed to me to contain so many calculations, 
based upon Ifs and suppositions, that when you thought you bad 
fact, you always found It shadowed by a doubt. In comment¬ 
ing on the charge recommended by me, X says: “ The size of 
the grain of powder, an Important Item, Is omitted.” I differ 
with X In this matter, aa I do not consider the size of the grain 
an important Item, or even to be considered. It 1 b not Important 
at all wbat size grain of powder you use to kill a quail, with No. 

shot, from sixty to one hundred yards. Do not, please, con¬ 
found tbe ktcklDg of the gun with the killing strength of the 
powder. Tbree drams of any size grains of powder with two 
wads (or If you have not got them, you may put a good ball of 
paper ; If you have not either you may even place a ball of leaves 
over tbe powder) wltb one and a half ounces of No. 6 shot will 
kill a quail up to tbe distance named. Tbe size of the grain has 
got DOthlng to do with the killing up to one hundred yards; any 
alze grain will do, from the very floest to the very coarsest. Large 
grain powder will not kick quite as hard as fine grain, and 
this Is about all tbe difference there Is In It. 

X says a good deal on bolding ahead and shooting In front of 
crossing birds. I think It he would give duck shootlog a great 
deal of practice, he would find that It would not be necessary to 
aim twelve or eighteen feet In front of them, to kill them when 
crossing. A little practice will not suffice to establish a rule for 
crossing shots. You will have to have years of experience to do 
what I have done a thousand times; that Is, stand on the bank 
of a river, and In an Instant pitch my gun to my shoulder, catch 
aim on a fast-flying red-headed fisher going with the wind across 
me, bold on to him and pull tbe trigger and brlDg him down. 
It takes long practice to do this. The reason for failure to kill 
by bolding on la, that nine out. of ten that shoot crossing shots 
stop the motion of the gun when they pull the trigger, and they 
shoot behind their game. But with the old practiced Bhot bis 
finger, arm, eye and body act together; when he shoots at a cross¬ 
ing bird, the Impetus of the gun and motion Is kept up, and all 
be dues Is to catch aim oo the bird and hold on him and pull 
the trigger.

Editor Cbicaoo Field: —It is not likely that sportsmen will 
ever entirely agree upon this question. Some will continue to 
mangle a little quail with an ounce and a half of No. ft shot, 
while others will pepper It full of dust shot; each honestly be¬ 
lieving that his Is the most killing load. And after all, the 
amount of game brought to bag will depend more on the nerve 
and skill of tbe shooter than the character of hla load. In thla 
matter, aa In othere, fashions change. The tendency now Is 
toward more powder and less shot of smaller bIzs; and with close 
shooting guns, I believe this tendency la ln the right direction. 

I cannot agree with X, that three and a half drams of powder 
and one to one and one-eighth ounce No. 3 or 4 shot In a twelve 
bore gun, Is the most killing load for large ducks, late ln the 
season. Even for bay abooling, 1 should Increase tbe powder to four 
drama. For all Inland ahootlng, I prefer for a twelve bore gun, 
weighing nine pounds or over, four and one-balf drams moder¬ 
ately floe powder, and one ounce No. ft shot. I believe thla tbe 
moat killing load for mallards, pintails and dusky ducks. If 
properly held, with such a load, a good, close shooting gun will 
kill clean at sixty yards, and tbe percentage of kills st seventy 
and eighty yards, will be much greater than wltli larger shot. 
By kills, I meau game brought to bag. Large shot may Inflict a 
mortal wound, aud still tbe bird get away. With smaller shot, 
the chances of breaking a wing or Inflicting sd Immediately fatal 
wound, are greater. Of course a bird may be brought to bag by 
a very long shot, even wltb BB shot, now and then, by accident. 

1 killed a widgeon recently with a single B shot, at least 100 
yards away. One pellet went ln at the lower left breast and 
paesed out under tbe right wing, and still tbe duck sailed on as 
though untouched, for 300 yards, tbon suddenly shot straight up 
In the air, and fell dead. A mallard will carry away, with seem¬ 
ing unconcern, a great deal of even No. 3 or 4 shot. I advocate 
small shot therefore, not because a single pellet of No. 6 will 
kill as far as a pellet of No. 3, but because wltb smaller shot the 
chances for breaklug the bird up completely are greater. That 
Is the reason that No. 10 shot will kill quail, wltbln reasonable 
distances, so much more cleanly tban No. 6, or 8, even. 

Tbe manner In which a gun should be loaded depends largely 
on the gun Itself. I would not have a gun„that would not shoot 
close. In loading such s gun for covert ebootiog, It Is necessary 
to use more powder and fewer wade over It than would be proper 
for a more open bore. Tbe sportsman who cannot and does not 
rely upon his own experience—who does not think and set for 
himself, profiting, of course, by tbe experience of others, will 
never succeed to any great extent as a sp irtsman, and experience 
will teach him that he must first know bis gun; that he mutt 
vary hla loads not only to suit the character of tbe game, but the 
season and the locality where It 1s to be hunted. He will find 
further that, aa a rule, several varlstlea of game must or may be 
bunted at the same time. In the early Fall, ln this locality, my 
uniform load for upland shooting la, three drams of Hazard No. 

2 powder, with seven-eighths of an ounce of No. 9 Chicago 
chilled shot, using a ilxteen-bore gun. With thla load I can 
dowD the toughest pinnated grouse cock that ever fiew, at forty 
yards, bring lo grief stray mallards that at such times Infest the 
lowlands In the bottom fields, and although not quite so good as 
No. 10 for snipe and quail, like Mercutlo’a wound, ’twill do.

Editor Chicago Field :-I have read with considerable Inter- l 
est a number of articles In your paper upon the above subject, 1 
and iu offering this my opinion, I give It for what it is worth, ] 
and baee It upon experience only; laying aside all scientific ;

and others In your dlflereot Issues. I know there are many who, 
like myself, Inwardly wish for guns thst will shoot as well with 
three drams of powder as with three and one half or four, but the 
sportsmen of to-day are apparently not satisfied until they ham¬ 
mer their shouldera black and bine by over charging. Is it not 

Trap shooting Is entirely different from field shooting. Why! 
Because, first, every bird rises twenty-one yards from you; and, 
second, has to be killed within a certain boundary. Whereas, 

In field shooting, your birds rise from ten to fifteen yards, and 
even closer. Prairie shooting Is the only place (wild fowl shoot¬ 
ing la not to be considered here) where long shots are to be fre¬ 
quently met with, while in upland shooting forty yards Is the ex¬ 
treme.' I killed quite a number of ruffed grouse last Fall, and, 
with one exception, 1 do not think aDy were killed over thirty to 

Now then, what Is the necessary charge for a twelve bore J 
Guos of to-day, under the Improved system of boring, are vastly 
different from those mode even a few years back- they shoot 
strooger aud throw the shot more compactly than those unim¬ 
proved, and In doing so require a much less quantity of powder 
and shot. For Instance, take a cylinder bore, and one full 
choked, and the difference Is very apparent. It Is perfect y 
clear that to use a heavy charge of shot requires a correspondingly 
heavy charge of powder. And I claim for a twelve bore gun, 
with right barrel modified and left fall choked, that It Is 

useless to use over three drams of powder, to one. or one and 

one-eighth ounces of shot; this being amply sufficient to k II In 
all quail and pheasant shooting when the gun Is properly held. 

1 used s Weslley Richards bammcrlees, twelve bore, of the 
above description, three drams of No. 5 Orange ducking 
powder, and one ounce of No. 7 chilled shot, and had 
but one bird during the entire season escape, that was badly 

hit; and I enjoyed the extreme satisfaction of not having them 

mutilated and unfit for the table. While the season before I 
used three end a half to four drams of powder In a full choked 
gun, twelve bore, and had the annoyance to find my birds often 
unfle to carry home, and the heavy pounding was anything but 

p Again, after the London Field gun trial of 1879 the editor, In 
hie analysis of the performance, says, “ Our own opinion has for 
some time been that the loads have been overdone, and without 
doubt the recent trial tends to confirm It.” I agree, as any sen¬ 
sible person would, that more force can be obtained by Increasing 
the powder, bnt when the same resulte can be had with lighter 
charges, wbat benefit le to be derived from the addition! 

Lastlv, what suits one gun will not suit all. Tou will find a 
vast difference In testing them; one will make a beautiful patr 
tern with No. fl shot, not with No. 8, and vice verta.

If he will read carefully your 
Issue of February 12, he will fled the reason, 1 think, laid down 
very plainly. I cannot see the force of bis assertion that three 

drams of powder will throw one ounce and onc-e gbth ol ill 

Bbot through an loch pine board at 100 yards, and that * pound 
of powder will not force No. 8 shot lo the accomplishing of a 
similar result. By Dixon’s standard, one ounce of No. 0 shot con- 
- tains 240 pellets,and the same quau'lty of No.8 shot counts out 550 
pellets, giving an advantage of 310 pellets to the ounce in favor 
of the smaller sized shot, which, In the usual shooting distance, 
will be found to be very great. I use, for Fall duck shooting. 
No. 6 Bbot; for Bprlng duck shootlug, No. 5. With five drams of 
Dead Shot powder behind this sized shot, I seldom fall In getting 
what I shoot at. I should naturally suppose that a man who 
used 6 shot od quails,would use buckshot for ducks. Using my 
ten gauge, E. C. Green gun, at forty yards, with the size shot 
that Harry Woodland claims are not a certain kill on quails, I 
have shot through 100 leaves of five-pound paper, and also 
through a three quarter Inch pine board. With a °* ll * e 
same make, using five drams of powder, one ounce of OO shot, 
at fifty yards, Mr. H. W. Fisher of this place, penetrated 20U 
leaves of the same paper, and through a pine board three and 
one-quarter Inches lo thickness.

The Aloka Nesting of Wild Pigeons. 

The following Interesting and graphic account of the nesting 
of the wild pigeon this year, appears In the New York bun It 
Is a matter of general Interest to many of our readers, and we 
give the artiele In full: 

There arrived on Saturday night, at a place near Jersey City, 
a car containing 8,500 wild pigeons that had been shipped from 
Atoka, Indian Territory. They are the first Installment of .0,000, 
which W T. Thomas of Phllllpsburg, N. J., contracted to supply 
to the New York State Sportsmen’s Association. The pigeons 
were placed In pens, from which they will be taken as wanted. 
These pens are Blmply low, close sheds. An Inclined plane of 
slatted framework In each pen furnishes the pigeons with a 
roost. They are very s by. A slleht noise on the outside of a 
pen produces a loud whirr on the Inside. When the trap door of 
a pea was cautiously opened yesterday to allow the reporter to 
peer Inside, the twitter aud rustle made up a strong volume of 

f °" The? make a good deal of nol6e,” said Mr. Thomas, “but It 
Is nothing to the din at the pigeon roost where these were 
trapped 1 have beard the cackling of the pigeons, as they were 
sitting on their nests in the evening, fully a mile away.’ 

Mr Thomas makes a business of trapping ptgeonB for field sport. 

He will get four more car loads from the Indian Territory, mak¬ 
ing a total of 40,01)0 pigeons. 

“ The business will not be. a profitable one this year, he said, 

" because we have bad to go so far to get them. Heretofore the 
pigeons have roosted tn Pennsylvania or Michigan. But this 
year, owing to the late, cold Spring, they did not come as far 
North as ususl, and they made a roost In the Pottawattamie 
reservation of the Indian Territory, 110 miles away from the 
nearest railroad station. I had to transport all my lumber and 
supplies from Atoka, and the pigeons had to be hauled there for 
shipment. At one time I had fifteen wagons on the road. There 
are P several streams to be forded, and the Arbuckle Mountains 
have to be crossed, but most of the-way the road Is pretty level. 

It took a wagon about three days to make the trip from the roost 

W .^roost is the largest I have ever seen. The country there 
la tblcklv crown over with what Ibe.y call post oak limber, from 
the tact, I suppose, that tree trunks are just about post size. 

The scorns are so abundant that It Is splendid feeding ground

A Kicking Gnn and Dittmar Powder. 


Port Royal, Tenx. 

Epitor Chicago Field:— I notice that some of the correspon¬ 
dents of the Cuicago Field report the quails nearly all frozen 
out In their respective secilous; but It affords me pleasure to re- 
nort that they wintered all right with us. I gave them a round 
toward the close of the season, and found as many coveys as early 
In the season, and, strange as It may appear, they are fat and in 
floe condition; and strong of wing—phew I how they would rise 
with a mighty roar and whirr, and cleave the air—take care, 
greased lightning. I did not make a large bag, but got enough 
to have a royal breakfast In the morning—it was "quail on toast, 
or "toastou quail,” <z la Delmonlco. I enjoyed them all the 
more, they betog perhaps, the last of the season, It being the 
20th of February, and the quail season expired In our state the 
last day of that month. Since I have been a reader of the Chi¬ 
cago Field 1 have never fired a shot at any kind of game out of 
season. Your paper has done more for the protection of game 
than all the sporting papers in America combined. I do 
not see how a sportsman can read It and violate protective laws. 

It has certainly taught me to practice self-denial In that respect. 

I mentioned last Fall In the Chicago Field that I con¬ 
templated giving Dittmar powder a trial. I have not made a 
thorough test of It yet; but I And that It is not the dangerous com¬ 
pound that certalo Interested parties would have the shooters be¬ 
lieve. The Foreat and Stream, In looking up our dictionaries to 
learn the meaning of certain technical terms, snd long j iWbreak- 
Ing words, and by Its unprovoked attack upon Dittmar powder and 
the Dittmar people, appears to have Increased the sale and popu- 
lariiy of the compound. That Dittmar powder, If loaded accord¬ 
ing to the directions that accompany each pack ge, bursts guns, 

Is all both. It Is as safe as black powder, and possesses advan¬ 
tages over it. It makes little or no smoke, less recoil than black 
powder, and does not foul the guo. I have not cleaned out my 
guu since I commenced using Dittmar, and the barrels are now as 
bright S8 when I fired the first charge. I believe I could bang 
away all the year without cleaning it; and if properly loaded it 
makes as good pattern and penetration as black powder. I was 
very anxious to try Dittmar; as I bad the “ klcblngest ” gun that 
wbs ever put to a man’s shoulder, and as I bad heard it alleged 
that Dittmar did not produce much recoil, I was all the more 
aoiious to give it a trial. I shoot from the left 6boulder. Now, 
dear reader, If like myself, you have to squint your right eye 
when you shoot, please take up jour guo and bring it to your left 
shoulder as if in the act of shooting ; now, with >our thumb on 
the left hammer, and index finger on the back trigger, you will 
see that the lower end of the guard touches the fioger next to the 
index finger at the third j dnt. With only two and three-fourtbs 
drams of black powder in my gun the recoil is so great the gun 
Is forced back bo suddenly and violently—that the guard some¬ 
times cuts my fiDger to the bone. You see the gun is brought up 
so suddenly and fired so quickly that many times it Is discharged 
before the stock reaches my shoulder, and my finger receives the 
shock—catches all the kick. On one occasion, I remember, 
while engaged In quail shootiDg, having to quit the field and go 
to & farm house and have my fing§r washed and a bandage put on 
it. My hand was completely covered with blood, it presented a 
ghastly appaarance, and I recollect When I appeared, the farmer 
thought I bad shot off a finger or two, for I had been bangiug 
away for some time near his honee. 

Frequently my mother or Bisters put a thick bandage on my 
fiDger, before I leave the bouse for the field, which protects It. 
I get brulBed up nearly as bad in deliberate shooting, as in 
squirrel shooting. The stock of my gun Is very straight, and 
every one who has used a guo having a straight stock, knows 
that in drawing ahead, the stock has to be pressed closely to the 
side of the face, in order to bring the line of sight level with the 
object fired at. Then when the inevitable kick comes, some- 
body has a bruised and bleeding cheek. One Spring and Sum¬ 
mer my cheek was never well. 1 looked like I had seen service 
in a prize ring, or been to an Irish wake. 

11 Say, Blrdo,” some brother shootlst would ask, “ who gave 
you a black eye?” 

“ A black eye? Why, black powder” would be ray reply. 

Let me tell you of one big Kick I received, and then I’m done, 
for to tell you the truth, rather than get another such a j >lt and 
shaking up, I’d almost as soon be before as behlod the guo. In 
the Fall of 1879, I went out one Saturday evening to give the 
squirrels a round. I soon spied a squirrel In an oak tree, cut- 
tlog acorns. I advanced toward the tree, and when near enough 
I fired the left hand barrel at him, bat scored a miss.' Too small 
a charge of powder, thought I—did not go much louder than a

Editor Chicago Field:—Y our paper arrives promptly each 
week, and I am as glad to see it as a damsel of sixteen la th^

A few weeks ago I went to see Doc, an old friend and college 
mate of mine, and of course carried blm some copies of the 
Chicago Field. I was pretty tired from my long, hot ride, and 
did not feel like moving around that evening, still I could not 
resist a walk up the mountain to the " Big Poplar." This tree 
Is eighteen feet In circumference, and Is noted for being the cor¬ 
ner of two counties, and on the line of the third. This alone 
would not have tempted me, but tbe view was grand, and tbc 
breeze refreshing; moreover, I wished to see Doc’s blooded stock, 
that were betDg grazed In these three counties, and upon as good 
blue-grass sod &s the Bun shines upon. I liked the view, 1 liked 
the horses, and I liked to be alone with Doc, and talk of times 
gone by. Is It to be wondered at that neither of us looked at 
the papers that evening! 

The next day we were talking of hunting, for Doc likes to talk 
of such things as well as I, and used to ride to hounds with the 
best of them. Taking up the Chicaoo Field, I remarked that 
the guns they were now making seemed to be as near perfection 
as we could ever hope guns to be made, and turnlcg to the dia¬ 
gram of targets made by the Westley Richards hammerlesB gun, 

I said, “ Old boy, what do you think of that!” Now, Doc is one 
of those who heard early in life that 'twas best to think three 
times before speaking; so at first he had to look, and then he 
had to think, and after all shot as wide of the mark as X could 
have done, who sometimes speak and do my thinking afterward. 

“ I think I’ve got a gun that can beat It,” was the result of tbe 
deliberation. 

"Surely.” said I, “you did notread It right, forty yards, tblrty- 
lucb circle, and 467 and 477 shot out of 590 by actual count.” 

“ My gun can do It,” was tbe reply. 

“I’d like to Bee you try It,” said I; “how long Is your gun-bar¬ 
rel, ten feet lo"g 1” 

“ No, it's the double-barrel gun I got last Fall two years, from 
Jack Rattler, and Jack who Is an ‘old un' at the business, said snd 
still says It Is the best he ever held to his face. X have made 
some shots with It I did not believe to be possible, and one thing 
is certain, If you’ll ODly look straight over the top of It 'twill do 
itB work.” 

“ Well,” I replied, “ we’U try it and see. I have never tested 
the thing, and don't know bow many shot a good gun ought to 
put In a thirty-inch circle at forty yards, but I doo’t believe you 
can come up to tbe bose gun of the Chicago Fibld.” 

“ We will see,” said my friend, and he produced tbe muzzle 
loader, a very pretty gun, well shaped, but whose make I cannot 
gay. We proceeded to tbe village store to procure some No. 8 
shot, and to add to our parly one of the Nlrorods of the place, 
whom we shall call B. He too. like sll the Nlmrods but the first 
bad a gun that could beat tbe world, and wae going to “ put 
every darned shot In the load Inside the thirty-inch circle.” 

We got some Btlff paper from the clerk, and with his assist¬ 
ance, described thereon a circle with a diameter of thirty Inches, 
and borrowing a tape-line, went to a vacaDt lot near by. Our 
target was posted, and the charges having been previously 
weighed as well as measured, were put in the guns with all the 
care and skill that the owner of each gun possessed. Then tbe 
tape-line was unwound; It was fifty feet long, and had to be 
stretched once, twice, and twenty feet more. B. was carrying 
the front end of the line, and when he marked his po'.nt the 
second time,called out, “8have my head, Doc, If we ain't get¬ 
ting a long way from that target.” Doc, too, seemed to think 
so. TaklDg rest from the left knee and elbow, Doc took first 
shot. I had to Insist on this position, as I fesred they might 
claim they had not taken proper aim. B- soon followed suit ou 
a fresh target of course; he scored 169 and was beaten by Doc, 
wbo placed 197 shot Inside tbe thirty-inch circle. 

Two more crestfallen youths you could not well Imagine.

New York, June 16, 1881. 

iitMtV ISEHGB Esq-.— 

My Dear Sir,— My attention has been called to certain 
fqulbs tn some of tbe dally papers to tbe effect that as the presi¬ 
dent of the Society for tbe Prevention of Cruelty to Animals you 
bad asserted your intention to break up the tournament of tbe 
New York State Association for tbe Protection of Flab and Game, 
to be held at Coney Island, commencing next Tuesday, and that 
I, as president of tbe last named organization, had returned the 
compliment by threatening to cause your arrest. 

I desire explicitly to deny that any 6uch action has ever been 
contemplated on ray part. Had we the advantage of personal 
acquaintance with each other, such an unfortunate rumor could 
not have found l*.s way Into print. 

The association which I represent la largely composed of the 
most Influential citizens of this state, embracing many wbo have 
honorably held seats in the state and national legislatures, and In 
tbe executive cbalr, and also including the representative busluess 
men of the several cities, towns and hamlets In this state, and 
also those who have been foremost In concerted efforts not only 
to protect but to propagate and cull Ivate fish and game. That 
such gentlemen should be classed with the cock-fighter and dog- 
fighter la neither just, nor creditable to the person making such 
charge. 

Nothing will afford me or the association which I represent 
greater pleasure than to assist your society lo preventing any¬ 
thing which shall bear the resemblance of cruelty. The sugges¬ 
tion accredited to you to tbe effect that birds were to be drugged 
or mutilated, could only originate tn ignorance of the character, 
customs and purposes of the state organization. 

I assure you that due courtesy will be shown you and all others 
wbo may attend tbe tournament, and that nothing shall occur In 
any wise warranting any unfavorable criticism of our proceedings, 
and that the members oi the association will prove your most re¬ 
liable assistants in the humane work In which you are eugoged.

Louis (who was to furnish us 
all the strong wild birds we woulerl for our ehooi) and Mr. Thomas ol 
New York,"with whom Mr. Judy also had a contract or brd. wedU 
not izet as eood and as many as were promised, though the b,r “J 
the third aud foortb days were the best lot I ever saw, only three, of the 
last thousand shot ai, refused to fly, and Incomer*. 

The ground traps work well when old birds ars used, but wilt not 
answer for crippled or young birds. A large majority of the shoolt 
present expressed a decided preference for the grouud traps.
